Trie preliminary bearing of Isaac 


Cliase of Portioioiitb ou a charge of 
manslaughter in cau*lng tbe deaiii of 
Cbarle* Porter at bin home ou February 
20 last wag held before Judge Ilaker 
at 
the court bouse yettlerday. Al- 


though there wan a large crowd that 
wWted to get Into the room to bear tbe 
testimony tbe Urge multitude that 
uifouKcd (lie room a week ago wan 
kept out aud much belter order was 
preserved. There wan a good repreaeu- 
lalkxj of tlie colored race among tboae 
who gained admittance aud there wag 
a large u umber who were obliged to 
stand. All the seats Inside tbe rail 
were occupied. 
" 


When the ca*e was called Sir. F. F. 


Nolan ittted that be wished to aatfet 
Mr. Burdkik In tbe prosecution, uot In 
behalf of tbe town but lu behalf of the 
father and friends of tbe defeated. Mr. 
Burdick conducted the prosecution and 
Mr. Sheffield tbe defeoae. 


Tbe first wltneta WM Captain Joaeph 


P. Cotton, civil engineer of tbfc city, 
who identified a plat of tbe Chase farm 
.including the dwellingtwuse, carriage 
bou»t aud abed, which be made March 
4. He deacrlbed tbe *tinoundlngi of 
tbe boujeat considerable length. 


Dr. Hinot A. Bteele, medlial exam- 


iner for tbe town of Portsmouth, waa 
called. He r kited tbe farm of Isaac 
Chase and found the body of a colored 
man there. The body of Charles Por- 
ter WM lying diagonally across the 
drive, lying flat ou its back with the 
hand* by .the sides. None of tbe body 
was outside tlie premises. 
He exam- 


ined the-body and found a seven-shot 
revolver, loaded fully, box of cartridges, 
razor, stocking*, mittens, aud a pre- 
scription from Dr. Wbeatland; also a 
few cents in money. He produced the 
revolver, cartridges and razor in court. 
One barrel of tbe revolver bad been 
fired, but bad since been reloaded. The 
razor was in its case, lie held au au- 
topsy at the town hall on tbe following 
Sunday afternoon in the presence of 
town officers aud others. He described 
the way the body was dressed in dark 
clothes, dark overcoat and light hat. 
The autopsy sliowed thai the body was 
in a normal condition except for » bul- 
let wound which entered the chest be- 
tween the third and fourth ribs, cut off 
large artery, passed through the centre 
of -the" back, severing the spinal cord 
and was round under the shin back of 
the seventh rib. Death WHS practical!}- 
instantaneous and was due to hemor- 
rhage. The witness produced the bullet 
which he Jrid extracted. 


Ou cross examination by Mr. Shef- 


field the witness stated that one car- 
tridge was'not accounted for to'com- 
plete the box. The retlex action of the 
muscles after falling might cause the 
hands to be dra'v-i awsy fiom the pock- 
els.but be did uot think that the hands 
could have been very far In the pockets. 
. George Carter testified that he lived 
300 or 400 yards from the Ch«e farm. 
He saw a man walking up and down 
the load near the Chase residence. Isaac 
Chase was on his farm and beckoned to 
tbe witness to come in. Chase had a 
rifle iu his bauds. Witness came to 
Newport for an officer. 
Returning he 


was left in charge of the body until the 
medical examiner arrived. Hisdescrip- 
tlon of the body corresponded lo that of 
the preceding witness. 


Frederick E. Langley of this city, 


undertaker, told of tbe removal of the 
body from the town hall, the funeral 
services and its shipment to New Jer- 
sey. 


Samuel A. Carter testified that be 


was fcunmion«i to the Chase farm and 
arrived there a little a Tier 12. He waited 
around there, all the family watching 
a colored man who was walking up 
and down ttie road. They were wait- 
ing for officers to come. 
Witness was 


n the dining room when Chase called 
'Sam, come qulirfc." 
He went to the 


trow door, saw Chase throw up his gun 
and heard a report. Tbe gun was 
pointed toward the north gate. Before 
ilid gun was fired Cbase shouted "Keep 
ofTniy premises. Keep outside tbe gate. 
If you don't I'll shout you." After the 
shut Chase said "God knows I didn't 
want to shoot him.'' 
Witness covered 


up the body with a blanket and watched 
it till his brother and tbe town wrgeaut 
arrived. 
He testified to the excited 


condition of all tlie family when he ar- 
rived at the farm in the morning and 
while waiting for the officers. 


C. Woodman Chase, a nephew of the 


defendant, testified to being in li» 
yard on the 'JOtti of February, about 
300 f«et away from; his uncle's fana. 
Had seen a colored man walking np 
and down the ro»d, heard -Mr. Cba*» 
warn him not to come into the yard, 
beard tbe shot and saw tbe nun Call. 
When the nan was warned be did not 
•top but kept going in and wa* per- 
hapa 10 feet inside tbe gal* iWbto be 
wMRbot. Witnew couW we Cba«e oo 
hii piacca, »w hi« Mia the goo and 
fire qokklr. 


William H."Butler, town sergesal of 


Portsmouth, wag called lo the stand. 
He told of being suuiruoued to Chase's 
ou account of some trouble tliere but 
wet Mr. Cbaae while be was on his 
way there. Mr. Chose said he wanted 
the witness not to arr*»l tbe colored • 
man but tolarrett hhu (Cbaae). Chase 
said lo Miu tliat lie did uot want to do 
it, Witness identified a rifle lying on 
tlie table an one that bad been lumen 
over to him. Ou crow examination 
witness Kald^that Cliase said to liim 
"llutler, I hated to do it but I had to 
protect uiy llfelaud.family." 


Frederick Allstou, a young colored 


man residing at 61 West Broadway In 
thin city, said that Charles Porter hud 
boarded at tlie bouse' where be lived, 
.He last saw him alive ou {February 20 
alfl:30.lu the morning. He ^aw his 
body later at the Mt. Zton Church 
wbeu tbe funeral waa held. 


At thfa point the ^prosecution rested 


and the defense went on. Clarence 
Irvkig^Twoomey testified that he la em- 
ployed at Mr. Boutbwick's store iu this 
city. On tbe afternoon of February 19 
he sold a revolvertand box of cartridge* 
lo a colored 'man wboae clothing he 
deacrlbed. Being shown a photograph 
by Col. Sheffield be could not positive- 
ly identify it ae that of, the mau to 
whom be sold the good*. 


Ernest Davis waa In Southwick's 


store when a colored mau came'In to 
purchase a' revolver, He could not 
positively' identify 
tbe photograph 


shown him.. On cms* examination he 
admitted that be bad talked with Mr. 
Levy about tbe cue and bad told him 
that be thought the purchaser wore a 
light overcoat. 


Col. Sheffield called Mr. F. F. Nolan 


to tbe stand. He testified that on Feb- 
ruary 19 be received a visit from Charles 
Porter, who told him that be bad bad 
some trouble with Isaac Chase and he 
wanted to get a settlement. He said 
that Chase bad been circulating dam- 
aging stories about him. The man .did 
not exhibit violence but be Judged that 
be was a trifle unbalanced as be talked 
about tbe blowing of horns. 
He de- 


scribed Porter as about 25 years old, 
weighing perhaps 130 pounds aud of 
entirely respectable appearance. 
. 
• 


Fillmore Coggesball testified that he 


saw Chase in a sleigh with, his daugh 
ter. 
They were much excited and re- 


quested liim to go to Oakland farm and. 
telephone for an officer. He did so and 
received the reply all right. 


Frank 1'aquiu testified to being sent 


to summon an ortieer as quickly as 
possible. He came lo Newport in his 
teareh for an oiricer. 


Miss Gujsie Chase, daughter of the 


defendanl.'WHStheu called to tbe stand. 
She testified lo getting', into a sleigh 
witb her father to go out. Tlie inun 
was standing near the gatepoet. 
He 


stepped aside and 
then tier, father 


stopped to speak to him: He said lh:<t 
her fattier had beeu talking about him. 
This tier father denied. 
She saw the 


man draw a revolver, saw him fire it 
aiid heard the report. They drove on 
for perhaps a quarter of a mile, met Mr. 
Coggeshall and asKed him to telephone 
for an officer. 


They then returned, called » mau to 


care for tbe sleigh and hurried into tlie 
house. She told of the long wait for tl«j 
officers, bow they watched tbe man in 
the road, and how she followed her 
father about to every spot that he went, 
even when he went out into the road to 
nee where tlie mau wan. Then she told 
how the man started into Ihe yard, that 
her father shouted a warning which he 
'did not heed aud then the shot. The 
man bad his hands in his pockets when 
he started into the yard. 


Thi-, wllnese was subjected to a rigid 


cross examination by Mr. Nolan. He 
tried to establish the fact that her fattier 
was a good shot, that he had many 
guns in the bouse and that Mr. Carter 
might have had a gun if be had wished 
while he was waiting. To many of his 
questions lie received the answer "I 
don't know." 
He drew the informa- 


tion that there were four guns in the 
bouse and that tlie defendant bed once 
takun a revolver away from a man; how 
long ago witnes* did not know. 
This 


witness uas still on the stand when tbe 
court took a recess for dinner.

The regular mouthly meeting of the 


city council was held Tuesday evening 
when considerable business was trims- 
acted, but Ihe resolution providing for 
the purchase and Installation of a new 
liook and ladder Irtick filled of passage 
owing to a disagreement as to whether 
Ihe purchasing should be done by the 
committee on streets and highways or 
Hie board ofll re ward,. All the mem- 
bers of.tbe board of aldermen were pre- 
sent and there wai but one absentee 
from tbe common council. 


Tlie committee on tire department 


presented a report recommending tlie 
purchase of 2,000 fec-l of hose at a cost 
of £1,500, the purchase of a ue\v hook 
aud ladder truck to cost £27,000, tlie 
equipment of quarters for a new com- 
pany aud the pay of the members of 
the company for three mouths at an es- 
timated cost of $2,500, aud tbe purchase 
of fixtures at JoOO aud of two bone* 
and:a Ktof'double harnesses at a'coct 
of $880, all to be extra approprl aliens^ 
TbereapluUouiautborizlugthe purchase* 
of boae puaed tbe board of aldermen 
without opposition. The resolution 
authorizing tbe pure base of a new truck 
by the committee ou fire department 
was next taken up, and Alderman Bliaa 
moved to amend by substituting board 
of Hrewards for committee ou fire de- 
partment, mying that'tbls board of ex- 
perts-could do the work better than 
the 
commit tee. Alderman 
ghepley 


moved to amend by adding the board 
of Qrewards to the committee. 
Neither 


motion received a second. The resolu- 
tion was then passed by a vote of 4 to 1, 
Alderman Bliss alone voting iu tbe 
negative.. The resolution authorizing 
tbe equipping of quarters for the new 
truck was opposed by Alderman Bliss 
both on the ground of the purchasing 
agents and for reasons of economy. He 
stated that, while be had always been 
in favor of a new truck, lie did not 
think It right to ruu .the city In debt. 
The appropriations at tbe beginning of 
the year exceeded tbe probable revenues 
.by $150,000. Tbe resolution was passed 
by a vote of 4 to 1. 


Tbe common council was more suc- 


cessful iu Ixildingup tliene resolutions. 
When the resolution fur the pnrubase 
of the truck by the fire department 
committee was presented Councilman 
Ritchie moved to amend by adding the 
board of lire wards and Ihe motion was 
curried. On tlie resolution for the pur- 
chase of fixtures, horses and harness a 
similar motion was lost. The resolu- 
tion was then put upon its passage and 
was lost, the vote standing 10 to 4, but 
a three fourths vote Is required for new 
appropriations. The third resolution, 
providing for quarters and salaries of 
members of. the new company, was 
amended by'adding the board of fire- 
wards aud was ttien passed. 


The board of aldermen did not .con- 


cur,iu the amendments and-a com- 
mittee of conference was appointed, 
consisting of Alderman Hamilton and 
Councilmen Ritchie and Wright. Tbe 
committee failed to come to an agree- 
ment and tbe board of aldermen laid 
the resolutions on the table. 


Tbe report of tbe finance committee 


was received and bills were ordered paid 
from the several appropriations as fol- 
lows:

Although tbe plant for tbt 
Improvement of Into property have uot 
yet beeu .officially approved by any- 
body iu authority, a general outline ba« 
beeu discussed by those Interested and 
will undoubtedly be adopted when the 
time comes. All tbe buildings ou tb* 
wharf will be torn down or removed, 
including the brick planing mill. Thta 
of couraa'doea uot Include tbe Thamea 
street property of the Merchant*' Bank 
or any of the adjoining property except 
theoldbulldingoceupled byBwluburne, 
Peckhatu A Co., and by Hermann's 
jewelry Bto«. This building will ba re- 
moved to give room for tbe approach 
to tbe wharf. A one widedrive will be 
built, having It* opening on Thamei . 
street at tbU ipot. 


• Tbe aum of $2.5,000 for Improvement* 
will probably be only tbe beginning, aa 
tbe changes tugge*t«d are quite exten- 
sive. In tbe place of the present plan- 
ing mill will be a "rest" for theeulMed 
men of the army and navy, to that, 
when they come ashore, instead of hav- 
ing to paw before many saloons to reach 
tbe city they can proceed straight into : 


a neat and attractive building where 
every attention will be paid to their 
.wants. The building will probably be

wharf will be a big thing for Newport 
as eventually tliere will be much money 
epent tliere by tbe government. The 
a mount 'already appropriated probably 
represents u comparatively small pro- 
portion of the total sum that will be 
needed In carry out the .plans under 
contemplation, bul the first steps wilt 
undoubtedly be tbe removal of the 
preaeut buildings and the preparation 
of a fine approach to tbe waiting rooms. 
The building for tlie uee of tbe enlMed 
men will be much appreciated by them 
aiid It will probably supplant tbe pres- 
ent Army and Navy Y. JI.

One of the most wonderful forest 


trees la tlie world is the "cannibal 
tree" of Australia, which grows up in 
the shape of a huge pineapple and sel- 
dom attains a height of more than 
eleven feet It has a series of broad, 
bcardlike leaves, growing In a fringe 
at the apes, which reminds oce of a 
gigantic 
Central 
-American 
agave. 


When standing erect, these, broad, 
thick leaves hide a cnrion§ looking ar- 
rangement, which appears to perform 
the same functions as those of tie 
pistils hi flowers. Naturally these 
boardlike leaves, which are from ten 
to twelve feet long In the smaller 
•pecimens and from fifteen to twenty 
In the larger, hang to the ground and 
are strong enough to bear a man's 
weight 


In old aboriginal times in tbe anti- 


podean wilrts the natives worshiped 
the cannibal tree under tbe name of 
the "devil tree," the chief part of the 
CCTernony consisting of driving-one of 
their number up the leaves of the tree 
to the apex. The instant the victim 
would touch the so called "pistils" of 
the monster the leaves would instantly 
fly together like a trap, squeezing the 
life out of tlie Intruder. Early travel- 
era declared tbat the tree held its vic- 
tim until every particle of flesh dis- 
appeared. On this account it is called 
tbe "cannibal tree."

Our enthusiastic gardening 


friend* may descant on the pleasure 
they feel in lounging beueatb tbe luxu- 
rious shade of their trees, iuhaling tire 
fragrant breath of hoflsof flowore; but 
1 ktiow tbat is uol the real reason why 
they like a garden—their owu garden— 
•uo, they like It because there they can 
have tlieir own way. We all love to 
have our own way aud where cau you 
have it no delightfully as in a garden? 
Of this little lluMla you are unques- 
tioned autocrat. You caip plau, ar- 
lauge, change about at will, Should a 
needling disappoint, otf with his head, 
a plant fall to thrive, up with it, and 
none shall say you uay if you cast it 
eveu over tlie garden wall into ^he 
waste regions beyond. No true gar- 
dener is ever satisfied wllli Ilia i-ardeu. 
Each year brings mighty,platis for re- 
construction, improvement and change, 
aud could we not do thia I, foroue, 
should hardly enjoy uiy garden so 
much.

This little Eden,of oura is, I must 


confess, infested with tlie very old ser- 
pent himself, aud many another enemy, 
1'ar -more dangerous to its peace; but 
lucking these we should mi*) tlie zest 
of meeting aud overcoming difficulties. 
I do uot at all mind ttie serpent, as 1m 
Elini green colls wreath around rose- 
bush or syringa, and I have tried to 
educate my helpers up to not unhiding 
him either, but they, f Und, do not 
share my toleration, and vicious hoe 
thrusts, or douched of hot water Inive 
brought to an untimely end many of 
his' race, eveu within my 
borders.

Though I am well inclined to the pretty 
garter snake, I cau but wage war on 
those lesser plagues, the liocks aud herds 
of little caterpillars that pasture ou the 
undersides'of my rose leaves. Some 
are brown aud bristly and some are 
smooth aud green, aud uuless very soon 
detected, they grow so big aud strong 
that they strip tbe poor rosebush of 
every leaf and leave only bare stalks. 
It is 'a case of "one dowu another 
cornea on" with them, for there are suc- 
cessive broods all summer, aud tbey re- 
quire eternal vigilance. I rather enjoy 
tbe pleasureaof .thechase—eveu of cat- 
erpillars—but who cau enjoy weeding'? 


The insidious sorrel juicy, fat pusley 


and twitcb grass, spreading in Original 
Siu are rarely abseut, and wben one lot 
of these unlovely "Flowers of the For- 
est" are "a1 wede away," another crew 
springs up to take their place. Tbey 
flourish on drought, cutting down only 
invigorates them,and uo worm or crawl- 
ing thing dreams of attacking their 
succulent shoots. Generally the gar- 
dener iu person bus to attend to tbe 
weeding, for the helper would so much 
rather rake gravel, or iudeeii do almost 
anything in the trimming up line. 


boon I shall be gardeuiug again and 


that will be ever so much better tliau 
writing or thinking about it. From 
February teulh, when my first snow- 
drop hangs out its graceful bell, away 
iuto November wbeu tbe frostiest frost 
causes the hardy chrysanthemums to
